Tile President had to hold out on 
us in one important matter and 
that's when we are to get the other 
Invasions which have been promised.

No European Roof 
In Hie matter of the European air 
front Mr Roosevelt was more speci­ 
fic. 
He made the quip that Hitler 
had 
failed to roof the 
European 
fortress which the Nazi chief boast­ 
ed war impregnable. The President 
Lien bluntly advised the Fuehrer 
that Britain and America arc going 
to set up bomber bases from which 
southern and eastern Germany will 
be devastated. 
Tile war industries of these iso­ 
lated parts of the Reich have be­ 
come absolutely vital to Hitler—al­ 
most a last resort for supplies—be­ 
cause of the terrible destruction 
wrought by Anglo-American bomber 
fleets in the Ruhr and other main­

FOR certainly drew blood with 
This announcement because only so 
long ago as September 8 Hitler’s 
guttural tones informed his people 
that "only by air can the enemy | 
terrorize the German hinterland.’’

tacks—but 
talk never wrecked a 
bomber.
